U. S. PILOT CRASHES 
NEAR REBEL TROOPS 


Managua, Nicaragua, January 
9—P/)—An American marine 
corps airplane crashed in flames 
within sight of the rebel general, 
Augustino Sandino’s. sharpshooters 
today. 

The plane, piloted by Lieutenant 
Vernor M. Guyman, developed en- 
gine trouble over Sapotillal ridge, 
scene of the most recent battle be- 
tween marines and rebels, but was 
brought down by the flier without 
injury to himself or his observer. 
The landing took place on a tiny

Norfolk, Va., January 9.—(?)— 
More than 400 men composing four 
companies of the eleventh marine 
regiment, newly organized for duty 
in Nicaragua, were still in port here 
tonight, their ship fog-bound to her

Their transport, the Oglala, was 
echeduled to set sail this afternoon 
at 3:30 o'clock, but shortly before 
that hour the fog, described as “thick- 
er than pea soup,” swept in from sea. 
blanketing the harbor, Chesapeake bay 
and the ocean. Officials said the trans- 
port would not sail until tomorrow 
morning. 

The tugs conveying the marines 
from their barracks at the navy yard 
et the upper end of the harbor to 
the Hampton Roads naval operating 
base, where the Oglala was berthed, 
were caught in the fog but managed 
to reach the ship several hours late. 

In addition to the four companies, 
comprising 45 officers and 563 en- 
listed men, the Oglala has aboard 
four cannon for the use of the ma. 
rines in their campaign against Gen- 
eral Augustino Sandino, Nicaraguan 
rebel leader, with whom they are “‘un- 
officially at war.”

Two Surprised Guards. 


In the cornstalks a few feet away 
was a blind horse. Its hoofs ecrunch- 
ed the stalks, making the noise which 
drowned out the stealthy movements 
of Pedro and Barber. 

The drunken guards did not hear 
their captives come upon them. Snd- 
denly the faithful Mexican and the 
furious American pounced on_ the 
cuards. They beat their captors to 
death, frenziedly smashing the brandy 
bottle over their heads and pounding 
the sharp-edged rock on the bandits’ 
skulls. : 

Barber and Pedro ran for their lives. 
They saw the blind horse. Fearfu] 
of being caught by other bandits. who 
were in the near-by camp, the pair 
Jumped on the horse and rode it until 
the ancient animal fell dead from 
exhaustion, | 


Raced Through Brush. 


Then they raced through the brush 
at break-neck speed. It was night and 
they were going over the rugged Ten- 
ancingo country, which is infested by 
handits who have defied the entire 
Mexican army. 

When they became fatigued, when 
their legs were so weary that they 
could not run any more, they walked 
rapidly but cautiously. At dawn they 
felt they were free. : 

At noon they arrived at Cuernavaca 
which, to them, was civilization and 
safety. They were exhausted: their 
clothes were rags; their faces hag- 
gard, bearded. Barber was fairly ex- 
hau..ed even before he made the des- 
perate escape. He had not fared toe 
well at the hands of his captors. 

Barber was held in the same vicinity 
where Jacob Rosenthal, the Long 
Island real estate dealer, was kid- 
naped and murdered about 16 months 
ago. He is 35, six feet tall, slender 
but well built. His rugged constitu- 
tion will aid him in recovering his 
health quickly, in the opinion of physi- 
clans who attended him today.

News.)—Ruth Snyder may’ make a 
last-minute attempt to save her own 
life by apepaling to a New York fed- 
eral judge for a writ of habeas corpus 
to prevent the warden of Sing Sing 
from putting her to death Thursday 
night in the electrie chair. 

Her attorney, Joseph Lonardo, said 
here tonight that Mrs. Snyder prob- 
ably would sign the application herself 
and that it would be written in the 
first person. The condemned would 


thus ask for the custody of herself and 
if the request should be granted she 
would have to present herself in court 
for arguments on the writ. 
Uncertain of Procedure, 


Lonardo said he'did not know what 
procedure would follow that move but 
he hoped to have his proposal sanc- 
tioned by the other attorneys and by 
Mrs. Snyder at a meeting in Sing Sing 
Tuesday morning. 

Application for the writ would he 
hased on three points, Lonardo said. 
First, that the execution would be in 
violation of the constitution of the 
United States. Second, that her trial 
was unconsitutional because she was 
forced to go on trial jointly with Judd 
Gray. Third, that the trial was a 
violation of the immunities and rights 
granted her under the constitution. 


RUTH AND GRAY HAVE 
LITTLE HOPE. 

Ossining, N. Y., January 9.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Ruth Snyder and Henry 
Gray gave unmistakable signs 
today that they have virtually aban- 
doned hope of escaping the electric 
chair Thursday night. 

In Sing Sing prison, which has 
hummed for a week with the prepara- 
tions for the double execution, they 
suddenly began to make their own 
plans for. death. 

Judd Gray made his will. 

Mrs. Snyder asked her mother to 
bring her a‘black silk dress and black 
silk underthings to wear to the chair 
of death. 

Mrs. Josephine Brown spent most 
of the day with her daughter. The 
mother wept without ceasing. She 
seemed near collapse. Her voice, 
when she talked ‘to newspapermen 
was a whimper. She was a lonely 
figure, dressed in shabby black, no- 
table only for her misery and impor- 
tant only for what she could tell of 
the blonde prisoner.

The bodies were located by mine 
rescue teams from Herrin, Valier and 
Benton. The teams working with gas 
masks, cut their way through fallen 
walls more than a mile from the shaft. 
Offiriale of the mine said tonight that 
all employees had been accounted for. 

The cause of the explosion was un- 
determined tonight. State mine in- 
spectors, under the personal direction 
of A. D. Lewis, director of the Illi¢ 
nois department of mines and min- 
erals, were conducting. an investiga- 
tion.
